City Hall Domino Effect 


Yoon starts the MayorMania 


Political prospects are being reassessed inside 
the rumor-hungry walls of City Hall, all be- 
cause of an invitation to a party 3000 miles away. 
A fundraiser for At-Large City Councilor Sam 
Yoon in Northern California was pitched by its 
hosts as a way to help elect Yoon “first Asian- 
American mayor of Boston.” One of the organizers 
posted the invite with those words to his personal 
blog, where it soon came to the attention of the 
Boston media. 
‘ Yoon fueled the fire by issuing a con- 
spicuous non-denial — which he con- 
tinues to stand by. “I haven't made a 
" 4 - decision,” he tells the Phoenix. 
: Some City Council insiders are 
convinced that Yoon has indeed decided 
to launch a mayoral bid. That complicates 
matters for fellow citywide councilor Michael 
Flaherty, who is 
widely believed to 
be planning his 
own campaign for 
mayor. Those same 
sources say Flaherty 
will run regardless of 
Yoon’s decision — 
though it would cer- 
tainly affect his cam- 
paign strategy, and 
perhaps the timing of 
his final decision and 
announcement. 
If Yoon and Fla- 
herty both do take the 
plunge, that would cre- 


ate two openings among the four at-large seats — 
heightening interest in what is already likely to be 
an active City Council race. 

Two candidates have announced their bids for 
Next year’s at-large contest: Republican Doug Ben- 
nett, who works at the Suffolk 
criminal clerk’s office, and 
Haitian community organizer 
Jean-Claude Sanon. At least 
two others — Felix Arroyo Jr. 
and Tomas Gonzalez — are 
rumored to be considering 
campaigns. 

Meanwhile, the mayoral 
intrigue may be one con- 
tributing factor in district 
councilor Michael Ross hav- 
ing apparently lined up the 
votes needed to secure the 
presidency of the Council 
next year. 

The Phoenix has learned 


Ross has — at least for the 
moment — secured the nec- 
essary seven votes to succeed 
Maureen Feeney as leader of 
the 13-member body. 

A rule adopted by the Council this past year, 
which limits councilors to two consecutive years 
as president, bars Feeney from retaining her post. 
Feeney has supported Steve Murphy to succeed her, 
with backing from Mayor Tom Menino, according 
to several sources.

Over 
the past eight years, the reac- 
tion the Bush administra- 
tion to both 9/11 and the cur- 
rent financial mess has been, 
ironically, one that tradi- 
tionally Democratic: running 
huge deficits while creating 
vast new government interven- 
tionist bureaucracies deal 
with homeland security and 
the credit crisis. The current 
administration also decided 
that this new era required 
expensive, expansionist for- 
eign policy, fighting “terror 
wars” on various fronts. 

Now, the public may the 
process deciding that, new era 
requires more activist and expan- 
sionist government, Democrats are 
better equipped handle these tasks. 
Voters may also decide that they are 
willing accept the “risk” far 
more rapid military withdrawal from 
Iraq which is, after all, the major 
foreign-policy difference between 
the McCain and Obama candida- 
cies. Right now, alternative 
looks attractive, especially given that 
military action always carries a huge 
price tag what may coming 
age austerity.

some journalistic conflicts of interest 
become semi-scandals, while others get 
almost attention all? 

Just this past week, (alleg- 
edly) problematic role moderator the 
vice-presidential debate was the big story. 
The problem, according conservatives, 
was that author the upcoming The 
Breakthrough: Politics and Race the Age Obama 
(Doubleday) — Ifill simply couldn't be fair 
to Republican V-P nominee Sarah Palin, 
since Obama victory will boon 
her book. Even some Ifill’s defenders 
were critical, such as PBS ombudsman 
Michael Getler, who said Ifill and/or the 
debate organizers should have drawn atten- 
tion her book far earlier. 

why didn’t they? Here’s one possible 
answer: Schieffer, who 2004 also mod- 
erated the third presidential debate. Like 
Jim Lehrer and ABC’s Charlie Gibson, 
who moderated the first two debates four 
years ago, and like [fill herself, Schieffer 
respected veteran journalist. also, 
however, has close ties the president. 
Schieffer’s brother Tom had, with George 
Bush, been part owner Major League 
Baseball’s Texas Rangers franchise; after 
Bush’s 2000 win over Gore, the presi- 
dent named Tom Schieffer ambassador to 
Australia. (He’s now our ambassador to 
Japan.) What’s more, Bob Schieffer and the 
president had, according 2003 piece 
Washington Post media writer Howie Kurtz, 
previously golfed, watched baseball games, 
and visited spring training together. 

Schieffer’s links to Bush didn’t necessarily 
mean he couldn't moderate effectively in 'o4, 
but they did raise questions. Scratch that: 
they should have raised questions. Instead, 
save for few exceptions including 
debate-day post from Daily Howler blogger 
Bob Somerby — the issue of Schieffer’s conflict 
went largely undiscussed. 

Consequently, it would be under- 
standable if Ifill considered launching a 
defense herself and her book but then 
thought: Screw it. Schieffer didn’t have to stick up 
for his integrity. Why should I? 


ABOVE CONFLICT? 

retrospect, it’s easy see why the [fill 
story took off and the Schieffer story fizzled. 
For one thing, nowadays stories move into 
the mainstream from the partisan periphery 
(e.g., worldnetdaily.com, which triggered 
the [fill stampede this past week) way faster 
than they used to. For another, while me- 
dia unfairness has gone from right-wing 
talking point bipartisan preoccupation, 
John McCain has made the charge liberal 
bias especially incendiary this year. 
more, the 2004 Schieffer-moderated debate 
came just one month after Dan Rather’s con- 
troversial story George years 


the Texas Air National Guard, which focused 
attention charges that CBS was biased 
against Bush, not for him. 

But reality, the problem far bigger 
than and Schieffer. The fact is, the press 
still ignores minimizes potential conflicts 
interest far more often than should 
especially those involving high-stakes stories 
and high-profile journalists. 

Take, for example, the ongoing awkward- 
ness involving NBC’s Andrea Mitchell. When 
Mitchell married Alan Greenspan in 1997, 
she was NBC’s chief foreign-affairs corre- 
spondent and was the head the Federal 
Reserve, which gave each spouse their own 
professional bailiwick. 

Eleven years later, the Fed Ben 
Bernanke. (Creenspan stepped down 
2006.) Meanwhile, Mitchell’s professional 
portfolio has grown: she’s kept her old title, 
anchors daily news show MSNBC, and 
provides commentary MSNBC’s Morning 
Joe and Hardball. And that expanded capac- 
ity, she’s been weighing the ongoing 
financial crisis — which, obviously, is not 
unconnected with her husband’s former 
line work. 

Here’s example why, even though 
Greenspan has stepped down, it’s still 
problematic for Mitchell report finan- 
cial matters: Columbia Journalism 
Megan Garber recently noted, during 
September appearance Morning Joe, 
Mitchell suggested that trouble Fannie 
Mae and Freddie Mac began 2006 and 
2007, after her husband's departure from the 
Fed, when Fannie and Freddie embraced 
the subprime loan market. “Mitchell may 
making fair historical comparison 
add context the current crisis,” Garber 
acknowledged. “[{B]ut the fact that it’s a 
comparison that would also partially absolve 
her husband from guilt in that crisis means 
that it’s probably point another reporter 
should be making.” 

tough point argue against. 
But in an e-mail to Garber, Allison Gollust, 
NBC senior vice-president for com- 
munications, did just that. Decisions about 
Mitchell's reporting, Gollust explained, are 
made on a case-by-case basis. While stories 
that might present conflict are assigned 
someone else, Gollust said, “There are count- 
less aspects the story that present abso- 


lutely potential for conflict whatsoever” 


and NBC percent comfortable with all 
reporting thus far.” 

The reasoning here dubious best:

Bloomberg’s answer (the company’s, not 
the mayor’s) came in an e-mail from Judith 
Czelusniak, Bloomberg L.P.’s head of public 
relations. “Bloomberg News, which has won 
hundreds awards and honors from its 
peers for its fair and objective reporting and 
its investigative reporting, adheres the 
strictest standards of attribution and objec- 
tivity,” Czelusniak wrote. “We cover every 
issue according these standards.” Or, 
paraphrase: Bloomberg, good that 
simply don’t have conflicts interest. 


THE IFILL GLOWER 

True, some conflicts interest are rou- 
tinely acknowledged news organiza- 
tions and individual journalists. The Boston 
Globe has finally figured out that should 
always mention that its corporate parent, 
the New York Times Company, owns part 
of the Boston Red Sox, for example. And 
Slate media critic Jack Shafer regularly notes 
that he’s Washington Post Company em- 
ployee (and anything else that strikes him 
potentially problematic). Furthermore, 
mismanaging conflict can still cost jour- 
nalist his her job: witness former Globe 
reporter Tania deLuzuriaga, who left that 
paper after was revealed that she had 
affair with new Miami-Dade school super- 
intendent Alberto Carvalho (then a school 
administrator) in Florida while at the Miami 
Herald and wrote painfully compromising 
e-mails about it. 

There’s also obvious motive for keeping 
quiet when thorny conflict looms. After all, 
the press’s success predicated 
the idea that credible purveyors 
information. Acknowledge too many poten- 
tial conflicts interest, mention them too 
frequently, explore them too deeply, and 
risk undermining that basic premise. 

Problem is, the current approach is 
even worse. When potential conflicts 
disclosed voluntarily when they’re 
justified with reasoning that pass 
muster freshman journalism class the 
public gets double message: (the media) 
aren't as hard on ourselves as we are on 
everybody else; and don’t trust you (the 
public) draw responsible conclusions about 
subjectivity and objectivity. 

time when trust journalism 
all-time low, neither particularly 
winning strategy. And both 
and CJR’s reporting Mitchell suggest, 
the mainstream media doesn’t grapple with 
its own conflicts, plenty other parties are 
willing for them. other words, 
when comes media reaction real 
perceived conflicts interest the press, 
Schieffer in '0q is the past, and Ifill in ’o8 
the future. Heading into the Hempstead 
debate, that’s a point Schieffer himself 
might want ponder.

ORIGINALLY SET OUT 

AJAZZ CRITIC. ALAN LUPO, WHO 

DIED SEPTEMBER “VERY 
young” 70, loved jazz. Swing jazz par- 
ticular, and especially Artie Shaw, the 
child of immigrants, the poor Jewish kid 
from New Haven, the product of a broken 
home, who managed become both 
failed writer and a brilliant jazz clarinetist. 

parts, Loops was more than adequate 
musician himself. But wasn’t much for 
reading music. Mostly he played by ear, 
from the heart. when first showed 
UMass-Amherst marching-band practice 
back the mid 1950s, enthusiastic Lupo 
his band mates belting out The Washington 
Post March. the score’s last triumphal 
notes faded irto the ether, one lone clarinet- 
ist kept going. And going. 

They all the trombones and the 
tubas, the flutes and French horns — 
turned around and looked him. Finally, 
someone clued him in: “You cut those 
notes half.” Make the count twice 
fast written. Cut time. 

Lupo survived, become devoted 
member of not only the marching band 
but the concert band. His other ambition 
did not fare well. the time hit the 
Columbia School of Journalism, in 1959, 
Lupo had morphed from fledgling music 
critic faithful interpreter the lives 
most often overlooked. 

“He could hear the music peoples’ 
voices, the music of urban speech, and he 
could replicate perfectly,” 
his wife nearly years, writer and 
journalism professor Caryl Rivers. Lupo and 
Rivers met Columbia and, profes- 
sion studded with nearly as many broken 
empty bottles, they became 


one of journalism’s great love sto- 
ries. Jewish guy from working- 
class Winthrop and Catholic girl 
from middle-class Silver Springs, 
Maryland recipe for sitcom 
disaster, except, “He thought was 
perfect,” explains Rivers. “And I 
thought was.” They raised two 
kids, Steve, now FBI agent, and 
Alyssa, actor, and doted three 
grandchildren. 

Appropriate enough for guy 
who sounded like a (much) fun- 
nier second cousin Jackie Mason, 
Lupo began his full-time reporting 
career in the Catskills. In 1963, he 
moved the Baltimore Evening Sun 
cover City Hall. But by 1967, he was 
lured back home with the promise 
chance become part editor 
Tom Winship’s expansive newspa- 
per experiment the Boston 

Winship became big Lupo 
booster after the reporter took 
in-depth look Boston’s Puerto 
Rican community. That story, 

Rivers says, made Winship realize that Lupo 
“had real talent, had real interesting 
voice.” part the paper’s first urban 
team, Lupo went develop 
major stories, such Massport’s threatened 
airport-expansion encroachment into East 
Boston and the Inner Belt, six lane, limited- 
access highway that would have gutted large 
parts Cambridge and Roxbury. His stories 
actually held off the expansion and helped 
deep-six the roadway. 


STREET WISDOM 

One the great destructive myths around 
today the notion journalistic objectivity, 
the celebrated detachment that perpetuates 
dishonest truth. reality, everything about 
journalism subjective, starting with the 
daily decisions editors make to determine 
what stories will get space the next issue. 
pretend otherwise is, well pretend. 

What shouldn’t be a myth is fairness. 
Alan Lupo was sure hell not objective. But 
was, above all, fair. And fairness the 
justice. 

“Coming from working-class Winthrop, 
had feel for people who didn’t have 
power, didn’t have money, couldn’t 
City Hall and get favor,” Rivers remembers. 
Lupo had real strong sense that being 
reporter was about making stuff right.”

Massachusetts State Treasurer Tim Cahill, 
for example, has been keeping significantly 
high profile recent weeks, doing on-air 
interviews with NECN and giving quotes 
almost every publication the area. 
shotker massive financial crisis, 
the guy handling the state’s billions figures 
have something useful say. 

But it’s hard not see Cahill’s ubiquity 
least partly political. Cahill, Democrat, 
much rumored mulling run for gover- 
nor — against Deval Patrick in 2010, or sooner 
Barack Obama administration. “Tim Cahill 
hasn’t been too shy about what his ambitions 
are,” says one close State House observer. 

anyone the state, Cahill arguably 
has the most gain lose politically 
from the subprime-mortgage catastrophe 
that has devastated both Wall Street and the 
economy. could seen the one 
who guided the state through rocky shoals, 
the guy charge the patient when 
started flat line.

Shannon O’Brien was pilloried for

Cahill also has been criticizing the Patrick 
administration, and the state legislature, all 
year. blasted the budget they passed this 
summer unaffordable which now looks 
prophetic, Patrick seeks strip hundreds 
millions from through “9C” emergency 
cuts. further criticized the numerous 
bond bills enacted this year potentially 
overloading the state’s debt. 

Those critiques haven’t made him many 
friends. (He was blocked from obtaining 
delegate slot the Democratic National 
Convention this summer.) But they could put 
race as the fiscally conservative candidate, 
better suited trim budgets tight times 
than the liberals currently office. 

Even so, some say that, necessity, 
Patrick about become the face state 
budget-cutting which squeezes Cahill out 
his signature issue. could not pos- 
sibly more fiscally conservative than the 
current administration going be,” says 
Scott Ferson, political consultant with Liberty 
Square “The first casualty the finan- 
cial crisis Massachusetts Tim Cahill.” 


DEVAL-UED? 

Cost-cutting likely bring more criticism 
than compliments for Patrick — and, by ex- 
tension, Lieutenant Governor Timothy Mur- 
ray, who observers say would love inherit 
the Corner Office someday. The left will 
decry the cuts social services; the munici- 
palities will likely face tough layoffs; and 
those still waiting for lower property taxes 
and more police will find those campaign 
pledges abandoned. 

“The Patrick administration 
tough position,” says another political 
observer. “They promised more than they 
could deliver.” 

Voters may sympathize with Patrick and 
Murray victims But 
critics will argue that the Democrat-run 
state has been irresponsibly outspending its 
for years. 

That could boost the chances for 
Republican challenger 2010 most likely 
Charles Baker, Harvard Pilgrim CEO, who is 
considered many the strongest GOP hope- 
ful for governor.

That overstuffed budget now draw- 
ing scrutiny, and some those gifts will 
scrapped Patrick through his emergency 
cuts. 

Supporters Rogers would love see 
DeLeo blamed for the bloated budget and 
see him forced turn down legislators 
who come him with requests for the 
next budget.

The fiery orbs her chains are known 
as “fire poi”; the woman, Dominique 
Immora (her stage name), is a “fire spin- 
ner.” She’s just one several performance 
artists who are lighting the Boston-area 
dance 

all the four elements nature, fire 
by far the sexiest, druggiest, and rock-and- 
rolliest. After all, Hendrix didn’t climax his 
performance Monterey dousing his gui- 
tar with water. Fire has danger appeal, and, 
here Massachusetts, air forbidden 
fruit, thanks our infamously Puritanical 
blue laws, which prohibit almost anything 
that involves open flame, short cook- 
out. This buzz-kill legislation would seem- 
ingly put damper Dominique and her 
fireballs, but hasn’t fazed her the tena- 
cious coterie of locals who, while pussyfoot- 
ing elvishly secret nooks around Creater 
Boston, are slowly preparing the fire arts for 
their moment the spotlight. 


QUEST FOR FIRE 

Why are people obsessed with fire, any- 
way? From Prometheus Lucifer Smokey 
Bear (“Smokey the Bear” is, surprisingly, 
incorrect. Who knew?), our most notorious 
mythological characters and feared eternal 
punishments are associated with blazes 
glory damnation. Our heroes fight it, our 
mavericks play with it. It’s our bellies, 
under our asses. 

high-school history teacher mine 
once told our class that the Huns, ignorant 
the concept cooking, used sit their 
warm it, creating primitive, smelly 
tartar sorts. don’t know that’s true, 
but surely still attempting warm 
the fruits yesterday’s kill shoving 
under our freezing haunches were not for 
the magical cooking properties fire. 

Indeed, perhaps our cat-in-a-shiny- 
thing-factory infatuation with all things 
ablaze comes from biological inherence. 
After all, fire our friend. need for 
heat, for light, for transforming sinewy 
animal flesh into savory, juicy hunks 
culinary glory (duh, Huns). Fire fueled tech- 
nology booms, gave more effective weap- 
ons, and allowed see the people 
were killing with those weapons after the 
sun had set. And, course, without soft 
candlelight, mustachioed creepers with beer 


bellies and only general geographic clutch 


the lady button wouldn’t have shot 
getting laid. Without fire, the world would 
colder, darker, hornier place. 


SINGED FRINGE 

Because fire biologically enabling, 
makes sense that it’s also artistically em- 
powering. Light stick and swing 
around and, suddenly, the world stops; our 
eyes work frantically keep with the 
pretty orange glow. 

Contemporary forms global rituals are 
springing forth from the smoldering ashes 
tradition, incorporating fire into dance 
and tribal-movement patterns to create 
modern versions archaic art forms. Fire 
spinning essentially involves dancing with 
rigid objects that are affixed with wicks, 
dipped fuel, and lit fire. The objects 
vary, but the basics include staffs, hula 
hoops, and poi (that ball the end cord 
chain). does not involve, generally

speaking, stapling your junk your inner 
thigh and lighting your head fire, 
Steve O of classy Jackass fame. 

Spinning, at its core, is a form of exer- 
cise and storytelling that originated with 
the Maori, the indigenous people New 
Zealand. 

“The definition, for Maori, ‘poi’ 
ball string,” says Ataahua Papa, 
the Kahurangi Maori Dance Theatre New 
Zealand and herself a Maori, who is now 
based New York. “Originally, was used 
men, developed for warriors train- 
ing, help them develop strength their 
upper arms. Over the years, course, poi 
has gone through number changes. 
didn’t initially involve fire, but it’s about 
innovation people taking the initiative 
and creating things that are different, 
keep people interested the art form.” 

Poi (and fire spinning general) still 
claims fringe status the Boston area, its 
practice kept alive community enthu- 
who literally play with fire. Most have 
experience interest circus arts, dance, 
burlesque, and all straddle dichotomous 
balance laissez-faire sexuality and safety- 
obsessed front-of-the-math-class nerdery. 


SCORCHED EARTH 

Some people believe they can just douse 
flammable Home Depot purchases with 
kerosene, hit them with Zippo, and 
morph into instant red-hot superstar. 
Those people are assholes. far spinning 
concerned, “The Northeast known 
the United States being very safety- 
oriented area,” says Chad Bennett, a Salem 
resident who has been spinning since 

2004 as a member of the fire-arts troupe 
Draconik. “But the Boston area extremely 
difficult for these arts, especially since the 
Rhode Island fire, which was terrible neg- 
tigence the part the people who put 
that together.” 

He means, of course, the 2003 nightclub 
tragedy The Station Providence, where 
100 people were killed, thanks careless 
and illegal pyrotechnics accompanying 
performance the metal band Great 
White. This fatal calamity contributed 
largely the fire-spinning community’s 
inability find home. 

“That incident had nothing with 
our arts, but, since then, trying 
permit performances public land 
the Boston area next impossible,” 
says Bennett. “The whole aspect of any- 
thing being fire really freaks lot 
people out.” 

Using specially crafted equipment, 
responsible spinners practice their moves 
unlit for months before finally lighting up, 
usually outdoors, always with a trained 
safety monitor present, always with spe- 
cific type fuel (usually clean-burning 
camping fuel that low carcinogens, 
known spinners “white gas”) and 
air-tight routine for igniting spinning 
objects, involving an intricate system of 
fireproof buckets and barriers. The pre- 
performance checklist obsessive- 
compulsive’s wet dream checks and dou- 
ble checks and triple checks. (One would 
hope airline pilots are this careful.) 

Yet, despite these precautions, pyro- 
phobia endures, making tricky expe- 
rience fire spinning these parts 
not spinner yourself. Public fire perfor- 
mances are nonexistent, and the practice 
remains secretive and nomadic, like 
cool underground party that bounces from 
club club, always few steps ahead 
outsiders. There was once even elusive 
“secret spot,” nestled somewhere outside 
Boston proper, under overpass. 
was here, under the cloak night and 
overhead traffic, that spinners could light 
up and practice, while tolerant (or maybe

just weirded out) local law enforcement 
looked the other way. 

The police have become less tolerant. 
The “secret spot” was shut down for good, 
and the art has been unofficially relegat- 
back yards and private land. Most 
spinners practice with “glow” versions 
their equipment (that don’t involve 
fire at all), but even that seems too risky 
for the po-po group early-evening 
spinners was recently booted from park 
near Boston University, where they were 
practicing, unlit. Apparently, outside the 
parameters warehouse rave sev- 
enth grader’s sleepover party, glow sticks 
are cause for alarm. 

Of course, there is always the moron 
who ruins it for everyone, whose sheer 
recklessness usually calls attention the 
negative. 

“Almost without doubt, every spin- 
ning community will have the same 
two principal kinds people,” says Ted 
LeCouteur, the owner the Los 
Bearclaw Manufacturing, leading 
resource for fire-performance equipment, 
from basics like fuel and wicks, to staples 
like poi and staffs, captivating flam- 
mable props like wings, fingers, and 
parasols. the people with some 
maturity and eye toward the long-term 
success of the art, either for financial pur- 
poses because they love the art and want 
continue those people are going 
work with fire marshals, opposed 
against them, [and] will find legal ways to 
spin. whatever they can make 
things happen well. Then, there’s the 
other type people the ones that watch 
Jackass or YouTube — and they see these 
people breathing fire with alcohol like 151, 
see them spinning with toilet brushes 
and gasoline, and idiotic things. 
They perform, certainly — they’re doing stuff 
with fire in front of an audience — but they 
means have love for the art that the 
dancers and martial artists have for it. So, 
they get caught they damage the repu- 
tation fire performance, they don’t care.” 


EAST COAST-WEST COAST 

FLAME WAR 

Besides existing under the iron fist 
brittle safety restrictions, the East Coast 
spinning community relatively young, 
compared with its cultural forefathers 
3000 miles away. “The West Coast has the 
oldest spinning communities the US,” 


says Draconik’s Bennett 
“They have more set ways 
{in terms of] culture, 
and they don’t want it to go 
mainstream. However, the 
only real established fire- 
arts schools are there jon 
the West Coast], they’re 
actually closer making 
mainstream than the East 
Coast. It’s interesting 
dynamic.” 

Ironically, though 
fire-spinning com- 
munity young, its build- 
ings are crippled with age. 
This, of course, does not 
help make case for you 
when you want to dance 
indoors, merrily waving 
lit objects like beacons of 
avant-garde artistry. 

“lL actually think the big- 
gest difference between the 
two coasts the era their 
settlements,” 
says LeCouteur. “The build- 
ings there Boston are 
from the 1800s. lot the 
venues that we have out 
here were built within 
the last decade so, and 
they’re principally constructed stone. 
Here, partially because the earthquakes 
and the heat, everything has some kind 
fire-restraint system.” 

Whatever the differences, it’s clear that 
the West Coast has edge (and 
not just because they now have Manny 
Ramirez). The brightest bulbs the axis 
the fire-spinning community are 
California’s FireDrums weekend retreat 
drums!) and Burning Man, that notorious 
annual festival northern Nevada that 
just much punch line for jokes about 
expression. Once a year, the circus freaks, 
art geeks, and vegan chic the world 
flock droves the desert build tem- 
porary community where anything and 
everything goes. “Fire empowering 
essence,” says Crimson Rose, an artist and 
dancer who, the managing art director 
for Burning corporate arm, Black 
Rock City LLC, sits on the Burning Man 
board of directors. “It’s never about con- 
trol — it’s about being one with the flame, 
about being able empower oneself with 
the utilization fire.” 

was amid the Burning Man mad- 
ness that Bennett, a trained dancer and 
accomplished martial artist, caught his 
first glimpse fire spinning. “To me, 
was a combination of dance, martial arts, 
and fire,” remembers, “and absolutely 
called out to me. There is so much that the 
spinning art can offer anyone the dexter- 
ity involved, the inherently learned rela- 
tionship between your mind and body. 
me, there’s huge value this art.” 

Upon this faith artistic value, 
Bennett founded WildFire, New England’s 
answer to its wacky festival cousins, 
now its fourth year. The Connecticut 
weekend retreat (held twice a year, in the 
spring and the autumn) cornucopia 
classes, workshops, and free spins, open 
anyone any level serious about 
learning the fire arts. (For more informa- 
tion, visit wildfireretreat.com.) Though 
the festival is still just a spark, relatively 
speaking, it’s helping cultivate strong 
East Coast fire community. 

Fellow Draconik member and WildFire 
instructor Dominique Immora began 
spinning poi while she was student 
Brandeis University, dorking with the 
juggling club. She first experienced fire

‘spinning the now defunct Eerie Events, 
annual Halloween extravaganza for- 
merly held at the Peabody Essex Museum 
Salem. met some people who had 
recently been to Europe, where spinning 
was much more prevalent, and come back 
With fire skills,” she says. “I watched a girl 
who was spinning poi, which was differ- 
ent than juggling and staff spinning and 
all these other things that seemed male- 
dominated. was ethereal and beauti- 
ful, and wanted part that.” 

long-time member local burlesque 
troupe the Boston Babydolls, Dominique 
Immora has incorporated poi and hula 
hoops into her striptease acts. watch- 
ing someone spin fiery object seems 
mesmerizing, imagine that someone 
also gorgeous porcelain creature slither- 
ing out sparkly dress while ring 
fire, never missing a single revolution, 
flashes around her hips like centrifuge. 
“When you get onstage with fire, there’s 
an immediate wow factor,” she says. “The 
audience pays attention, because it’s dan- 
because human eyes are attracted 
moving light. You can immediately 
feel its presence.” Of course, Thomas 
Edison made killing this premise. 
But he didn’t do it in a corset and heels. 


MONEY BURN 

Although Boston’s fire-arts community 
has yet explode into full-fledged 
blaze, it, like other local artistic micro- 
cosms, boasts small but thriving galaxy 
devotees like Bennett and Dominique 
Immora, who are unfettered logisti- 
cal obstacles. “It’s one the best spin- 
ning communities I’ve come across,” 
says Eliza Blaze (her stage name), 20, an 
MFA School student and one of Boston 
Common’s “living statues,” whose dizzy- 
ing performance-artist repertoire includes 
such circus arts as aerial dance, and poi, 
fan, and baton spinning. Boston’s “the 
most kooky, the most organized. The fact 
that the community is cohesive has re- 
ally helped in presenting us to the public 
responsible professionals. Spinning 
seen as very much a daredevil thing, but 
it’s not, There element danger 
because lighting things fire, 
but, for me, it’s not about the tension of 
potentially getting hurt it’s about the 
beauty of the movement.” 

(For all the safety talk and nonchalant 
rejection hopelessly square labels like 
“daredevil,” fire spinning not without 
its risks. Dominique Immora, for exam- 
ple, developed a small chemical burn 
from “eating” fire. The burn lasted for 


two years. The fire eating, needless say, 
didn’t last for much longer.) 

“Being able manipulate fire 
way that creates art very attractive 
me,” says Michelle Jeffalone, fire-spinner 
extraordinaire and owner Boston-based 
fire-arts entertainment company Poi Star 
Fire Productions. think that all have 
some primal instinct that means 
like watch fire, whether it’s campfire, 
a back-yard barbecue, or someone spin- 
ning, making these wonderful little works 
art with the fire.”

Bringing 
seductive, daring art form Grandma’s 8oth 
birthday party might seem little glib, but 
why?

near Orem, Utah. He left behind a wife, 
Jeanne, and daughter, Jennifer. 

It seemed like a tragedy, to be sure. 

In the obituary published the next day, 
the Times wrote, “Mr. Abel. . . madea 
point his work challenging the obvi- 
ous and uttering the outrageous.” 

News of Abel’s fate sparked an outpour- 
ing tribute. Mourners sent more than 
100 letters to his old house in Westport, 
Connecticut, bemoaning the loss; several 
dozen orders for flower arrangements were 
placed with a florist. 

Only thing was, Abel wasn’t dead.

covering fictitious Jewish 
presidential campaign (1964); his very own 
“Omar's School for Beggars” (1975), which 
he says was “a satirical commentary on the 
rise unemployment and homelessness 
America”; a sham wedding he threw for for- 
mer Ugandan dictator Idi Amin and a WASP 
(1979); and a campaign to ban breast-feeding 
(2000). 

For these and other exploits too numer- 
ous mention, Abel considered giant 
in the contemporary pranking community. 

“He's really the first to successfully 
turn pranking into not just sociopolitical 
commentary, but dare I say even an art 
form,” writes James Cobalt of the Boston 
Society of Spontaneity in an e-mail. “[H]e 
is to pranking as Andy Warhol is to mod- 
art.” 

“He’s my comedy Yoda,” gushes cel- 
ebrated Boston prankster and comedy 
writer John Hargrave (who, himself, once 
tried to fake his own death). 

Are both men paying homage Abel 
in yet another prank? It seems that, this 
time, their sentiments can be taken at 
their word. 


NOBODY GETS HURT 

Abel, who will speaking MIT Tues- 
day, October 14, may be a master of decep- 
tion, but he is not without his standards 
pranks that are mean-spirited, or worse, 
end up hurting people. I interviewed Abel 
over lunch at Mario’s Place, a restaurant 
in swanky Westport, Connecticut, near 
where Abel and his wife now live. He’s al- 
most entirely bald, with unruly eyebrows, 
wearing tan, blue, and white-collared 
Ralph Lauren shirt. Asked to assess a few 
high-profile prank shows, Abel turns 
almost prudish. 

On Jimmy Kimmel Live!: “I don’t think 
it’s humorous. . . . They'll do candid- 
photo shopper developing photos one 
hour and people come and have their 
pictures come out all black. And they 
{Kimmel and cousin Sal] put on this act 
like, ‘Sorry, you gotta pay for it anyhow.’” 

America’s Funniest Home Videos: “People 
are the ground getting hurt. They 
broke their neck collarbone. don’t find 
those shows amusing.” 

What his own death stunt, then? 
not itself cruel joke? 

“It was justified,” says the 78 year old. 
“The studio wanted to pay peanuts” for 
his life story.

TRICKY BUSINESS

Generally, though, Abel says has 
stayed afloat, thanks to myriad projects, 
including eight books and two mocku-

(1971) and The Faking of 
the President (1976). Abel, a talented drum- 
mer with long career music, has also 
penned 16 musical compositions. 

But in recent years he’s become some- 
thing motivator, too, lecturing people 
how solve problems via creativity 
and wit. (His MIT talk will be in such a 
capacity.) It’s self-help, but with a sly 
twist. Rather than tackle such issues as 
how make more money and get laid, 
helps with mundane, everyday fare. 

“Some stranger knocks your door,” 
says Abel.

Dip into confusing dining

0) Back when George W. Bush was smart 
enough to get a Harvard MBA, he 

began — as do all first-year students — with 
Production and Operations Management 
(POM), the basic barrier course. The class uses 
the case method, and the fun lesson in those 
days was that of Benihana, a chain of Japanese- 
style steak houses where waiter-chefs grill 
your food in front of you. In terms of POM, 
Benihana streamlines production by merging 
the roles of cook and waiter, and operates more 
efficiently by seating people with strangers at 
circular tables. The Melting Pot will soon have 
twice as many locations as Benihana, in part 
by doing the same trick with waiters as chefs. 
But by applying it to fondue — broadly defined 
here to include variations of the Mongolian hot 
pot — they're able to charge mass-steak-house 
prices for less protein. Bring your marketing- 
class notebook, because part the formula 
for the menu to convince people that a fondue 
dinner consists of four courses, and to make the 
16-page menu so confusing that most people 
buy a prix-fixe combination. 

You can eat pretty well the Melting Pot, 
but you need some focus and discipline. The 
urge to try everything makes for a diminished 
experience here, does wedding buffet. 
(Remember Nadeau’s Law of Buffets: look it 
over first, then take no more than three or four 
things you like.) 

The menu says you should start with cheese 
fondue ($16/one or two; $8/each additional per- 
son). They offer six kinds, but four of you can 
usually have only one, since there’s a single heat- 
ing element per table. (Tables for six have two 
heating elements.) If you're not going for a pack- 
age, give a nod to fondue history with the “Tra- 
ditional Swiss Cheese Fondue.” The waiter heats 
your pot and makes production number out 
of mixing six ingredients in several batches. This 
is fondue as it was made by young couples with 
wedding-gift fondue sets in the 1970s. The wine 
never fully cooks off, so it’s sort of heady melted 
cheese, rolled like spaghetti cubes bread 


LOBSTER FONDUE overcook the protein, which can dipped six sauces. 


(not stale enough our night) at the end of long 
fondue forks. You also have cauliflower florets, 
celery, and cubes Granny Smith apple. 
Tun out of cheese before you run out of dipping 
food, so stick with bread and apples. 

The Melting Pot experience is supposed to 
include a choice of five salads ($7 4 la carte). But I 
wasn’t impressed, in part because they're small, 
and mostly because of their old-fashioned ingre- 
dients like freight-car tomatoes and iceberg let- 
tuce. The house salad has tomatoes, cucumbers, 
and a sliced egg. And the “featured” Southwest- 
ern Cobb salad isn’t very Southwestern-tasting. 
So the Caesar salad is the winner since it doesn’t 
have tomatoes, and does have pretty good 
cheese-fondue bread croutons, plus pine nuts. 

Next, you choose a “cooking style,” the hot 
medium into which you will put food. The de- 
faults are canola oil (the traditional fondue bour- 
guignonne) and vegetable broth. But for another 
$6, there are coq-au-vin and mojo styles. We had 
the latter, which is supposed to be Caribbean 
garlic-citrus, but is mostly hot pepper. 

Entrées are confusingly priced, since every- 
thing tends to be in a combination. Individual 
entrées ($19-$36, including salad) can be as 
simple as marinated breast of chicken ($20) and 
twin lobster tails ($36). We tried “The French 
Quarter” ($23), which was Cajun-seasoned 
shrimp, slices of sirloin and tenderloin steak, 
chicken breast, and Andouille sausage. They 
have devised some method for the Cajun sea- 
soning to stick to the food in the broth, but the 
double dose of hot spice wasn’t so much fun. 

There are also entrées for two ($66-$76), 
which include a cheese fondue and a salad. But 
what they really want you to have is the “Big 
Night Out” ($43-$48; $86-$96 per couple), con- 
sisting of the featured cheese fondue, a featured 
salad, a featured dessert fondue, plus a choice 
from three assortments protein. had the 
“Fondue Fusion” ($92 per couple), with a lobster 
tail (don’t over-cook it), filet mignon (a winner 
in a simple broth), sirloin steak (better with 
the strong flavors), cedar-plank salmon (the

best thing on the menu; unfortunately, it’s not 
available a la carte), raw shrimp (maybe okay 
with the oil), marinated chicken (nah), ravioli 
of indeterminate stuffing (they do mostly stay 
on the fondue forks), and some vegetables (po- 
tatoes are slow to cook; mushrooms work pretty 
well), Servers spend some time setting this all 
up, telling you how long to cook things, and 
describing which of the many sauces goes well 
with what. You'll forget all of it. 

Our sauces were curry (hot, but not actually 
curry), teriyaki (better as a marinade), some- 
thing pretty close to Chinese-restaurant duck 
sauce (if only they had the Chinese mustard), 
cocktail sauce, a kind of sweet cheese sauce, 
and the Gorgonzola sauce that comes with Buf- 
falo wings. Pick a sauce or two you actually like, 
and that’s where you do all your dipping. 

The Melting Pot has an extensive wine list, 
which can get expensive but starts cheap and 
is fairly priced. All these sauces and foodstuffs 
are going to overwhelm anything subtle. Of the 
glasses we had, the Argentine white, 2007 Tor- 
rontes Trivento “Select” ($7/glass; $23/bottle) was 
the best, like a well-made New Zealand sauvi- 
gnon blanc. A red from Argentina, 2007 Bodega 
el Portillo malbec ($7/$25), was another great val- 
ue, with raspberry fruit and near-French struc- 
ture. The 2006 Mirassou pinot noir ($7/$23) from 
California was softer but clean and quaffable. 

There's only one dessert, but it gives you 23 
(we did the math) permutations of chocolate 
fondue ($18 small — serves two/$36 regular). 
Take your pick of white, milk, and dark choco- 
late, then add, if you like, various liqueurs and 
mix-ins, tableside-flambée options, or . . . this 
is getting pretty confusing. Just do what we did: 
try the “Pure Chocolate,” with dark over milk and 
white. The dipping materials are banana, straw- 
berries, a small slice of cheesecake, marshmal- 
lows covered with Oreo crumbs, marshmallows 
covered with graham-cracker crumbs, squares of 
pound cake, squares of brownie, and Rice Krisp- 
ies treats. I wish you could order just bananas. 

Service is a big deal at the Melting Pot, and 
our man, Kevin, was well-drilled and sympa- 
thetic. The rooms are divided such that you 
never see the full size of the restaurant, which 
gives a nice illusion of intimacy. It’s kind of 
steak-house-dark — that can be problematic 
given the amount of required reading. ©

Carole Lombard’s nine years stardom

“CAROLE LOMBARD: 
DUMB BLONDE” 


E: OCTOBER 18-23 


Carole Lombard rose to stardom in 1934 
and was dead by 1942, killed in a plane 
crash on her way back from selling war 
bonds; her last picture, Ernst Lubitsch’s 
Not Be, was released posthu- 
mously. She was one the great funny 
girls of the Depression era, as witness the 
five features the Brattle’s upcoming 
series “Carole Lombard: No Dumb Blonde” 
(October 18-23). Her compact but pointed 
face, the soft blond crown of hair, the 
sleek, elegant frame that satin and silk 
and lamé either clung dripped off, 
all made her a '30s icon — the billboard 
for her 1936 film Love Before Breakfast is at 
the center of one of Walker Evans's photo- 
graphs. In straight pictures she was com- 
petent and always lovely, but she was at 
her best in comedies, where she could add 
a goofy quality to her glamor. 

The films in the series include her three 
finest — TWENTIETH CENTURY (October 19- 
20), MY MAN GODFREY (October 18 + 23), and 
NOTHING SACRED (October 21-22) — as well 
as her two last, MR. o MRS. SMITH (October 
21-22) and TO BE OR NOT TO BE (October i9- 
20). Twentieth Century, superbly directed by 
Howard Hawks from a breakneck script by 
Ben Hecht and Charles MacArthur, came 
out in 1934, the year the Production Code 
went into effect and filmmakers invented 
romantic comedy as a way of negotiating 
the creative restrictions it placed on them. 
It’s a mixture of romantic (screwball) and 
backstage comedy. Lombard plays Mildred 
Plotka, a lingerie-model-turned-actress 
who lands the lead in a Broadway play be- 
cause producer Oscar Jaffe (the inimitable 
John Barrymore) — who promptly renames 
her Lily Carland — is convinced he can 
turn her into a sensational actress. He suc- 
ceeds, and they become partners, on stage 
and off. But his megalomania and jealousy 
eventually drive her away — to Hollywood, 
where she becomes an even bigger star. 
The movie, most which takes place 
three years later on board the Twentieth 
Century, the cross-country train that was 
all the rage the period, about pair 
battling egomaniacs who can’t distinguish 
between theater and life; even when Lily 
bemoans her own penchant for unending 
melodrama, she’s playing scene. 

This was the role that made Lombard 
a star. It enabled her to perfect her comic 
equipment: the silver-frosted alto voice 
that floats when she gets excited; the

eyes that can fix fervently on a romantic 
object zip around like marbles pin- 
ball machine; the perfectly pitched diva- 
style tantrums; the seemingly bottomless 
repertoire stylized gesture. Screaming 
that everyone keeps her, 
she drills her temples with balled-up 
fists while she stamps her feet, looking 
like one those wind-up monkeys that 
play tin instrument. Lombard and Bar- 
rymore are inspired pair lunatic 
monsters. No movie captured the excesses 
of theater people with as much hilarity 
until All About Eve and Singin’ in the Rain in the 
early 'sos. 

My Man Godfrey, from 1936, is an essen- 
tial Depression comedy, and it has the 
performance Lombard best known for. 
She’s the ditzy heiress Irene Bullock, 
who wins a Park Avenue scavenger hunt 
showing with “forgotten man” 
from an East River Hooverville (played by 
William her parents hire 
him butler, and falls love with 
him. Although the movie is screwball, 
follow the arc conventional 
romantic comedies the period. There’s 
real courtship, compromises that 
lead the protagonists into each other’s 
arms after initial adversarial period. 
They wind together because the hero- 
ine (like Katharine Hepburn Bringing 
Baby) irresistible force and the 
hero simply stands still long enough for 
her bowl him over and hogtie him.

We like Irene because, though 
she’s absurdly entitled and fakes nervous 
breakdowns when she doesn’t get her own 
way, she’s infinitely more humane than 
her older sister, Cornelia (Gail Russell), a 
sultry bitch who tries to frame Godfrey for 
the theft her necklace and even Cor- 
nelia capitulates him shame the

Zeitgeist’s expanded Seascape, plus Gutenberg! The Musical

eascape, Edward Albee’s 1975 Pu- 
litzer-winning meditation on 
evolution and mortality, gets all 
wet at Zeitgeist Stage Company. 
The feisty troupe presenting 
the American premiere the playwright’s 
whimsical existential fantasy in its original 
three-act form (at the Boston Center for the 
Arts Plaza through October 25), in which 
the playwright splices episode The 
Little Mermaid. Here the play's at-odds aging 
couple, having had an energizing if initially 
terrifying encounter with pair 
giant lizards just from the briny, are 
dragged back into their reptilian coun- 
terparts. The play, in this initial version, 
was presented the Netherlands prior 
the sleeker edition’s Broadway premiere. 
But this the first time it’s been produced 
on American soil (well, American sand, four 
and half tons dragged Zeitgeist into 
the BCA) — and for good reason. 

Sure, a peek at Albee’s rough draft will 
prove interesting theater scholars. It’s in- 
teresting me, less.for the gleaming moray- 
eel eyes and plastic lobsters of the excised” 
act than because places the final version’s 
hopeful conclusion the close act two 
and substitutes tougher ending redolent 
Who's Afraid Virginia which the 
human couple are left make with each 
other.

Miller has designed credible beachfront 
set (though the geographical relationship 
the sea the sandbox confusing), and Jeff 


Adelberg provides aptly murky 
lighting for the underwater epi- 
sode. Moreover, Miller directs 
Claude Del and Enama Goodman, 
the play’s curious occasion- 
ally belligerent lizards, to slither, 
crawl, and tumble deftly about 
the rocks. simply and inven- 
tively costumed by Fabian Agui- 
lar, the pair of spiky, green-tailed 
biguanas are cuter than scary 
but for the most part reptilian 

behavior (if human gender 
dynamics). And the production 
picks up considerably once they 
pop behind the dunes, part 
because Del and Goodman have 
better handle Albee’s precise, 
concise rhythms than Peter 
Brown and Michelle Dowd as 
their human counterparts, Char- 
lie and Nancy. 

long-married, vaguely dis- 
satisfied couple the cusp 
retirement, Charlie and Nancy 
disagree how spend their 
sunset years.

They 
even provide confidential insights into their 
inner workings and construc- 
tion. They, turns out, are much funnier 
than their stinker musical. 

The brainchild one-time roommates 
Scott Brown and Anthony King, Gutenberg! 
The Musical began one-act goof Man- 
Upright Citizens Brigade Theatre, 
made appearances at the 2005 and 2006 
New York Musical Theatre Festivals, and 
opened Off Broadway in a two-act version 
2006. still feels like attenuated Sat- 
urday Night Live skit and has precious little to 
with Gutenberg. Bud and Doug claim 
have Googled him, coming with little 
that they felt justified making his story 
up. Thus their hero not goldsmith from 
Mainz but winemaker whose German 
home town is the fictional Schlimmer, a 
bastion of illiteracy where silliness is often- 
the menu than wit. But Bud and 
Doug themselves, Brown and King have 


created a manic monument to the self-delu- 


sion talentless artists everywhere. 


As enthusiastically and ingenuously 
embodied by paradoxically excellent sing- 
ers Austin Ku and Brendan McNab under 
Stephen Nachamie’s direction, the two 
collaborators appear before table loaded 
up with Jim-Bob-style baseball hats, each 
bearing the amateurishly scrawled name 
character (from Gutenberg Beef Fat 
Trimmer), that they will switch, stack, 
and otherwise manipulate with abandon. 
Then, accompanied by musical direc- 
tor Todd Gordon rehearsal pianist 
named Charles, the pair put two-hour 
show that Brown and King likely conceived 
drug-fueled half-hour, regularly inter- 
rupting its melodious melodramatics to 
talk about themselves wax knowledge- 
able about the art form. 

Meanwhile, in Schlimmer, the town 
folk suffer the tragedy not being able 
read. Gutenberg, the unrequited-love 
object grape-stomping wench named 
Helvetica, has a Eureka moment in which 
thinks new use for his wine press. 
But evil and sadistic redneck monk 
sets out to thwart our hero, so as not to 
lose his powerful position middleman 
between the masses and the Good Book. 
Helvetica winds locked tower, and 
Mr. gets burned the stake part 
a climactic folk festival. None of this ever 
happened even makes sense. But Bud 
and Doug throw their big hearts, tiny 
brains, committed larynxes, and other 
body parts into it with as much reverence 
were not Gutenberg!

Acouple years ago, The Dangerous Book 

for Boys appeared England and became 

hit. Designed look like 100-year old 
primer, it was a compendium of heroic ad- 
venture tales, Shakespearean quotes, knot 
tying, treehouse building, and go-cart 
mechanics. It was an arch, bookish, hip- 
ster-dad salvo against totally scheduled, 
protected childhoods, against people wor- 
rying too much about children skinning 
their knees, against our era lawsuits 
and dare say feminism. 

Art had already occupied this territory, 
and spate recent local exhibits could 
illustrate chapters from the book. The art 
features boy toys (no dolls, thank you very 
much), gadgets, and secret clubhouses. Like 
The Dangerous Book for Boys, it’s about Y-chromo- 
some nostalgia. The guys embrace their in- 
ner adolescent, pursuing whole-hog things 
you couldn’t when you were a kid because 
homework the sun setting having 
keep the volume down. 

Massachusetts College Art and 
Paine Gallery, Juan Angel 
has erected what looks like giant 
stereo speaker, with sound cones each end, 
for The Speaker Project. It's a patchwork shanty 
cobbled together from scavenged wood, bot- 
tles, signs, traffic cones, and foam, all with a 
romantic worn look. could dream club- 
house for the guys from High Fidelity. the 
kind thing that you imagine turning (if

there were actually anything turn on) 
and having blood explode out your ears. 

the gallery’s balcony are three listen- 
ing huts, similarly cobbled together from 
cast-off materials, with various vents and 
speaker cones that resemble basement 
inventor’s version Dr. Seuss architecture. 
(They’re titled Storefront, Down and Out, and 
Fallen Can.) It all looks rad, but it’s a letdown 
when you realize that the acoustics in this 
“laboratory for sound” don’t really work. 

The gallery has lined dozens mu- 
sicians and play inside the speaker 
clubhouse between now and November 22. 
(Schedule 
nal.com.) the exhibit opening, Cam- 
bridge cello-and-electric-marimba duo Goli 
performed. The music sounded pretty much 
the same no matter where you stood outside 
the speaker shanty. design func- 
tions more like megaphone than speakers, 
which make sound amplifying electronic 
vibrations. But the construction the club- 
house has too many vents and openings 
channel the sound well. The listening 
booths the balcony mostly just muffle the 
sound bit except when you press your 
ear one the traffic cones lining the ex- 
terior wall one the structures. Then the 
sound goes all weird and echoey, amplifying 
conversations from a distance. It’s an eaves- 
dropping device. 

Somerville sculptor Chris Frost installed 
his own riff the clubhouse Boston 
Sculptors Gallery show that closed last 
weekend).

minum “planks” form ladder the trunk 
to aluminum “boards” that create a shelf 
fort between branches. the floor nearby 
Trap (2008), which resembles one those 
traps seen old cartoons. boulder held 
when someone takes the bait this 
case a sandwich, the perfect lure for hungry 
guys Yogi Bear. There’s jaunty playful 
charm to these pieces, but Frost gets seri- 
ous with his craftsmanship and materials, 
which often masquerade something else. 

Trap, the stone actually stone, but 
everything else bronze. The effect 
give boyhood dreams and pranks adult 
twist the more sophisticated materials 
make think about what really 
playing at. And think what playing 
at is war. 

America and war have been the subjects 
Providence sculptor Dave Cole’s work for 
several years now. And you have say he’s 
had good timing curators and art writers 
are finding more and more irresistible. 

His show “All American” Judi Roten- 
berg Gallery presents American flags made 
bullets, finely crafted baby clothes made 
from recycled military flak vests, and 
machine gun mounted child’s 
wagon towed tricycle (all painted desert 
tan). There seems critique here about 
raising our kids war culture, but it’s 
one-liner. Cole doesn’t much for com- 
plexity subtlety. leaves you little room 
ponder after you get his joke/statement. 

More intellectually interesting his 
Flags of the World (Study #1, 1:4 scale) (1997). He 


cut up a set of 192 flags of member nations 
the United Nations and used the bits and 
pieces to sew a patchwork American flag. 
Although it’s only mildly compelling 
look at, does start you seesawing between 
the melting pot and the gob- 
bling imperialist. 

But Cole’s bluster keeps getting the 
way. this show, peaks with wall-fill- 
ing blanket woolly bronze wire knit 
pair loaded shotguns Cole knitted 
while the safeties were off. course. 
first glance, seems might sub- 
verting machismo via cute jokes and the 
third-wave feminist art technique guys 
adopting women’s work (here sewing and 
knitting).

Argentine photographer Esteban Pas- 
torino Diaz rigs cameras kites and model 
planes and helicopters create DIY bird’s- 
eye views that make the world look like boys’ 
plastic-model-train sets. His show the 
School the Museum Fine Arts’ 
man Gallery includes shots houses along 
Boston street, shacks and boats along mud- 
river, two orange propeller planes parked 
grass runway, and series documenting 
bloody bullfight. There’s something rivet- 
ing about stepping back see the grand pat- 
terns people and communities. 

Pastorino creates his cute toy-like look 
favoring very limited range focus, 
that only narrow band clear and the 
rest fuzzy, and shooting from distant 
and usually elevated perspectives. Tokyo 
photographer Noaki Honjo used similar 
technique for his photos Bernard To- 
ale Gallery this spring. The gimmick has 
become popular that it’s acquired the 
name “tilt-shift miniature faking” because 
often involves tampering with the tilt 
the lens relation the film though 
people also fake with digital editing. 

Pastorino likes tinker with gadgets, 
and ups the ante with magical 3-D 
slides and panoramic 3-D shots. Put on 3-D 
glasses and you peer into photos people 
moving sidewalk, street suburban 
New Hampshire houses, May Day parade 
Cuba. Things squash and stretch and 
blur, time and space themselves were 
there anything more neato than 
art that requires you wear 3-D glasses?

don’t want waste your time wax- 
ing philosophical about the problem- 
atic logic behind qualifying music “good” 
“bad,” much less pontificating on whether 
“sophisticated punk” That 
said: prefer the Urinals’ 
UCLA phase to their mid-’oos, post-reforma- 
tion, oodles-more-sophisticated What Is Real 
and What Is Not era. So do I write that they 
were better before they knew how to play 
their instruments well? Only if I want to 
look like a jackass. 

“What like about punk now is, it’s turn- 
ing away from the very strict formula it’s 
been adhering to for the last 15 years,” says 
Urinals enduring bassist and singer John Tal- 
ley-Jones, communicating from Pasadena. 
“For a while, punk rock was strictly defined 
as very aggressive, sort of melodic, maybe a 
and very fast. There were expec- 
tations about that people were adhering 
to. Now, people are going back to an earlier 
model of what punk is, which is a lot more 
open-ended. It’s rife with potential.” 

He’s referring to faces around the prover- 
bial campfire of LA’s alt-punk hub, the Smell, 
mentioning in particular No Age. Despite the 
generation gap, the Urinals are also a periodic 
presence on the Smell’s stage, and not solely 
because of their elder-statesmen cred. Like 
LA's new batch, the Urinals have always de- 
fie ink dogma, ‘cause punk with rules is 
the real oxymoron. Well, fuck yeah! 

The Urinals, who are in the class of 
post-punk precursors with Wire, Mission of 
Burma, and the Minutemen, originated as a 
“parody punk” 1978, playing their first 
set UCLA cafeteria. Their technical inepti- 
tude limited them to minimalistic, vigorous 
numbers like “Ack, Ack, Ack, Ack” and “I’m 
White and Middle Class.” Those songs are 
awesome, however, so the band’s chopless- 
ness turned into a major asset. 


The Urinals did ascend the punk totem 
pole, eventually landing bills with the 
Go-Go's, the Last, and Black Flag. To dis- 
tance themselves from the chest-beating 
meathead form hardcore, they 
changed their name to 100 Flowers. In 1983, 
citing creative differences, the band mem- 
bers parted company. Years went and 
people developed interest (or longing 
for) the punk of yore. In 1996, the Urinals 
were invited re-form for friend’s re- 
lease. The results experienced musicians 
playing songs written novice versions 
themselves — were damn intriguing. 

“We didn't want to start immediately 
from the point we had ended up at [in the 
says “Instead, decided

al and go from that perspective. The ultimate 
idea was to start all over again and continue 
into the future which pretty much 
what has happened.” 

More intriguing still: the Urinals perform- 
ing “I’m a Bug” in Mandarin at 2005's inau- 
gural International Pop Festival Beijing.

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The triumphant return Shudder Think

You might not buy this, but Fitchburg 
was pretty happening years ago. Bos- 
ton rock folk (of a certain age) will remember 
treks to the Wallace Civic Center — a drab 
hockey-plex that hosted uncharacteristi- 
cally bad-ass shows the likes Nirvana, 
Smashing Pumpkins, and Jane’s Addiction. 
If you saw those shows, you also witnessed 
opening bands like Lush, and 
(if you went to see Fugazi for five bucks in 
1993) Shudder To Think — who reunite after 
10 years this Saturday at the Paradise. 

I ditched a dishwashing shift to see that 
show, and when I recount this to Shudder 
leader Craig Wedren (graced with math 
rock’s most beloved falsetto), he gives a 
long “ohhhhhhh!”, as though wresting the 
memory from its place in storage. “God, I 
remember that place. was like the back 
cover Kiss all these stoned-looking 
kids in a hockey rink.” He alsc seemed bor- 
derline conversant the fledgling Fitch- 
burg/Leominster hardcore scene of yore. In 
the Internet-less hinterlands 1993, one’s 
“hardcore” scene often served as a catch-all 
forum for any type band who were ag- 
gressive given front was 
less an indicator of sound than a way for a 
band to say, “We mean it.” 

It was within a hardcore scene similar to 
this that Shudder Think began cutting 
their teeth the end the Hop 
YouTube and you can see footage from 1989 
Wedren (beneath mop hair) flailing 
away at the BBQ Iguana (a grimy former 
elevator-repair space 
and DC). The band’s for- 
mative output had nothing 
to do with hardcore at the 
time and a lot to do with the 
signature sound that would 
emerge and make them ma- 
jor-label-foxy less than five 
years later — about the time 
they ended up at the hockey 
rink Fitchburg, playing 
songs off 1992’s Get Your Goat 
and leaking hints of 1994's 
discordant masterpiece Pony 
Express Record. 

“There's a ‘first-thought/ 
best-thought’ tendency 
indie rock these days,” says 
Wedren. “But we learned 
that sitting down and grind- 
ing it out can produce good 
results.” was this sitting 
and grinding that distin- 
guished Shudder from every- 
one else who got stuffed 
the Dischord pigeonhole 
each their releases ramps 
their obsession with de- 
tail and their indulgence in 
obliquity. Nathan Larson's 
guitar would lose you, drop 
out, reappear, seduce you 


through chords his own invention, then 
shake you awake. Wedren’s lyrics were 
psycho-phonetic thrill ride where shameless 
collided with gratuitous rockisms 
with “florid . . . almost garish” results, “full 
the grandeur and drama being young.” 
In other words, Wedren misses it. 

When Shudder disbanded after 1997’s 
50,000 B.C. (which itself emerged after We- 
dren won his prolonged battle with Hodg- 
kin’s disease), there remained gap unlikely 
to be filled by the increasingly danceable pop 
that would characterize the following de- 
cade. Even Wedren began stray from the 
“fascistic” dictates taste imposed their 
upbringing. started indulging music 
that you hear grocery stores which, 
turns out, like just much Captain 
Beefheart.” Lately, he’s been scoring films 
(Reno 9n: Miami, TheTen), releasing solo al- 
bums (Lapland and forthcoming album 
Conor Oberst’s Team Love), and, no surprise, 
trying re-learn Shudder songs easy 
feat 10 years later. 

“Tweaking and tightening all these 
loose bits definitely reminds where 
were back then. Just putting percent 
our ideas into every piece. It’s crazy 
mean, we really had to learn this shit!” 

For the rest us, it’s been tougher task 
forget.

new ones, particularly when your usual gig 
small (though typically packed) house 
show for six bucks head. Still, you can’t buy 
the kind buzz that’s surrounded the trio 
recent months. Tastemaker blogs have 
been afire with praise for their homony- 
mous album (recorded in two days for $900), 
which, after selling out its tiny first pressing 
Mauled Tigers Records shortly after its 
May release, being reissued garage-rock 
label the Red Records this month. 

And rightfully so. The Vivs play 
gloriously grimy, careering style surf 
punk kissed the collective influence 
of the Wipers, the Slits, the Muffs, and the 
Shangri-Las that’s drenched reverb and 
dappled with sweet melodies, girl-group 
harmonies, and the occasional burst of noise, 
kinda like riot Raveonettes.

And bigger, more established acts 
have been showing some love too both 
bands’ adamant behest,-Vivian Girls recently 
shared stages with Sonic Youth and the 
Radio. Not bad for three girls who weren’t 
even band till May last year. 

“All ever wanted when first started 
was play house parties and play really 
fast,” says Katy. 


“And make record,” singer/guitarist 
Cassie Ramone chimes in. 

“Yeah, and go on tour,” resumes Katy. 
“That was year ago, and done all that 
and more, and psyched, and just 
gonna, like, surprised every day with what 
happens next.” 

Along the way, support has come from 
multitude like-minded DIY bands and 
show promoters Brooklyn. (All natives 
New Jersey, where Cassie and Katy met in 
high school few years ago, the trio have one 
one migrated Williamsburg.) Support 
also comes from their families, even if, as 
Katy laughs, the folks don’t always get it. 

“Our parents are really supportive gen- 
eral, but our moms particular not un- 
derstand our music. They don’t understand 
the reverb. mom’s like, ‘Katy, you have 
such beautiful voice but can’t understand 
word that saying!” mom likes 
lyrics and stuff, songs,’ 
she hears a song on the radio she likes, she’ll 
print out the lyrics for me, like, ‘Oh Katy, 
think really love this 

Despite mom’s efforts, Vivian Girls’ 
style changed noticeably the new 
material they’ve been playing on the cur- 
rent tour — songs slated for inclusion on an 
album they’ll begin recording Los Ange- 
les January. Katy: probably spend 
more time recording the next one because 
someone else will paying for it. 
have more time in the studio so it’ll probably 
sound a little less amateurish, but a lot of 
people like our amateurishness.” 

“Don’t worry, it’ll be amateurish!” says 
Cassie. 

“Yeah, we’re not gonna become a prog- 
rock band anytime soon,” Katy snorts. 
“We wanna sound like big pile mush 
forever.”

A smeared, 
dreamy blur from a distance, his 
songs reveal a painstaking level of 
detail and composition on closer 
inspection. On “The Loom Pedal,” 
he sings through a gauzy filter as 
if from a decaying phonograph 
cylinder. His lyrics are obscured 
and, in the end, unimportant — 
you're content to drift along on 
the rhythm of syllables. Meluch 
is right at home on Kranky; his 
mixture of acoustic folk and 
sweeping, ambient accents recalls 
labeimate Jessica Bailiff as it 
dwells in the subconscious along 
side Stars of the Lid. A few tracks, 
like “Sweep Generator” and “Cycle 
Disparaissant,” indulge Meluch’s 
post-rock inclinations more di- 
rectly — short, abstract interludes 
between his more traditional 
numbers. Temper is sedate, but 
never lazy or diffuse.

But though 
it's clear he was moved by his 
experiences in the Holy Land, his 
deadpan delivery and changeless 
expression can make it difficult 
to tell. It's not till he reaches the 
Wailing Wall, dons tefillin, and 
recites a prayer that a genuine dis- 
play of emotion cracks through, in 
the form of a sob.

We have 
Virgil Cole (Harris), a gunman who 
hires out only to the law, and Ran- 
dall Bragg (a droll and steely Jeremy 
Irons), a ruthless rattlesnake with a 
quick trigger finger and homicidal 
tendencies. Bragg has paralyzed the 
town of the title, so the citizenry 
turn to Cole, setting up the arche- 
typal stand-off and imminent show- 
down.
